dropped his first load of bombs. 
Then he turned, dipped and roared 
over the Japanese flagship Idzumo. 
Two bombs dropped near the cruis- 
er. in the Whangppo, a Chinese 
target almost daily since the Shang- 
hai war began. 


From my long-established sky 


lookout atop a building close by 
the bund, I could see the flash of 
the Chinese bombs and the an- 
swering flame from the Idzumo's 
guns. 


Aviator Escapes 


The projectiles burst into the 


heavens and, dropping to earth. I 
could make out the still red-hot 
fragments of shrapnel.

The 75-mile an hour storm sent 


high waves lashing along the coast. 
It struck Shikoku island early yes- 
terday and swept on to Kobe, Osa- 
ka _ and other ports of Honsu. the 
main island of Japan. Shipping was 
disrupted. 


Kagawa prefecture of Shikoku 


island was hardest hit. In that area 
1.000 homes were inundated and 200 
fishing boats were overturned. 


Inland property damage and dam- 


age to the island empire's shipping 
was extensive. In some sections the 
storm swept away crops which had 
been counted on to feed Japan's sol- 
diers in China. 


The storm and tidal wave struck 


ferociously along the southern coast 
of Japan's main islands. Near Nik- 
ko. 80 miles southwest of Tokio. 15 
men were buried alive by a land- 
slide. At least a score more were 
known to have been killed in other 
storm sections. 


Okayama police reported three 


killed, twelve injured, and 52 ships 
shattered.

When in a great city we find every

40 per cent cut prevailed in incorpor- 
ated villages where there are police 
forces. Outside town limits, the man 
who kept the machine received 50 per 
cent of the cut. 


"In places where one machine had 


been kept during the winter. 4 or 5 
took its place during the rush sea«on 
that summer weather brought. The 
increase 
in 
summer business thus 


hiked the roadhouse proprietor's extra 
income from $300 per month to $1200 
to $1500 per month and the syndi- 
cate's percentage about the same. 


"Thus, if the average number of slot 


machines in each of the 3.000 saloons 
has been only two, a conservative 
figure, the income for the last 3i 
months has been about $6.300,000 for 
saloon owners and a like amount or 
more for the syndicate.

The state's prison sentence meted out 


to the woman at Green Bay for assisting 
in an attempted jail break by delivering 
hacksa\vs to a prisoner is a much more 
important sign of the times than may 
appear upon a casual inspection. 


It is a response to a very effective

This correspondent is not unus 


ual in finding it difficult to bid tw 
suited hands. As every one knows 
this distribution is highly favorabl 
when the partnership hands fit. bu 
the shoe is decidedly on the othe 
foot xvhen they do not fit. That be 
ing so. it is only logical to bid sue 
hands aggressively when a fit ha 
been established, but timidly xvhen 
the bidding hss disclosed a misfit. 


In the case in point, the misfi 


xvas apparent. North xvas void of hi 
partner's first bid and had onl; 
three to a ten of partner's seconc 
suit. Not only that, but North's 
hand xvas far from robust in the 
matter of honor tricks. North prob- 
ably figured that inasmuch as he 
himself avoided no trump ox-er the 
two diamonds, his partner should 
not have taken the three club bid 
as an inx-itation to a no trump con- 
tract. While there is some merit in 
this thought, unfortunately such 
bids always xvill be taken as "in- 
x-itations." And. anyxvay, the club 
bid took the partnership to a level 
that xvas. in itself, unjustified by 
the combined holdings. 


When I pick up such a hand as 


North's and hear my partner bid a 
heart, my first thought is: "I'll have 
to xvatch my step. This may be a 
horrible misfit" Only if the bidding 
proceeds smoothly and 
encourag- 


ingly from my first response on do 
I become optimistic 
enough 
to 


or a miraculous fit, for a game to 
be a certainty. 


Apropos of missing game. I wish 


to point out that a player who nev 
cr misses a game must, per se, be 
taking far too many risks.

Yom Kippur. the Day 
of Atone- 


ment. Wednesday. Known as the 
Sabbath of Sabbaths. Yom Kippur 
is the most sacred day of the Jew- 
ish religious calendar and is ob- 
served with fasting, prayer and re- 
pentance. 


The observance will begin Tues- 


day evening with the singing of the 
ancient melody. "Kol Nidre." and 
will conclude the Ten Days of Pen- 
itence which began last week with 
the observance of the Jewish New 
Year. Pious Jews will spend the en- 
tire day in the synagogue, neither 
eating nor drinking, but devoting it 
entirely to meditation and prayer. 


The Day of Atonement is distin- 


guished from most other holidays 
in that it is associated with no his- 
torical event. The day is purely an 
attempt at self-regeneration and at- 
one-ment with God. Although its 
roots reach far back into primitive 
times and may have some relation 
to an ancient equinoctial fcstix-al, 
the day received its present char- 
acter in the Bible period. 


Penitence Is Theme 


Before the beginning of the com- 


mon era. when the Temple is Jeru-

The 1937 Football Rules 
N 


EW YORK—H>—In case it has slipped your mind, they've chang- 
ed the football rules again. 


At its 1937 meeting, the rules committee was anything but 


radical. But there arc four things you fans must remember. 


1. Kickoff—only one will be allowed. If the ball is kicked out of 


bounds, it is to be put in play by opponents on their own 35-yard 
line, or 10 yards In from the point where it crossed the sideline— 
whichever is more advantageous. 


2. Numbers—are required on both front and back of all players. 
3. Receivers—of forward passes get less protection. "It must be re- 


membered-that defensive players have as much right to the ball as the 
eligible opponents and bodily contact, however severe, between play- 
ers who are making a 'bona fide* attempt to catch or bat the ball shall 
not be construed as interference." 


4. A free ball—is kicked only with the foot. We knew this all the 


time, but the committee clarified the rule against kicking a ball by 
saying: "A free ball strikes a portion of a player's body other than his 
foot. This is not to be considered as kicking." And there will be no 
penalty—even if a player pushes the ball with his nose for 40 yards.
